Snively, Jr., Winter Haven citrus 
grower, packer and processor, has 
f announced that he has arranged 
for the manufacture of a new type 
of canned juice vending machine 
and jts delivery to distributors 
starting March 1. 
. The machine will dispense five 
ounces of cold grapefruit or orange 
juice o” blend in a paper, cup for; 
five cents. It is about the size of | 
fm orcinary refrigerator, is coin | 
operated and entirely automatic, 
dispensing the juice from 46-ounce 
cans loaded on a chain. 
Distributors of the machines and 
juice to supply them has been ar- 
. ranged in 11 districts throughout 
the. nation, including one on the 
Pacific Coast. Snively’s plan is to 
sell the machines to operators, who 
will place them on a percentage 
Basis in factories, shops, drug 
f . stores, hotels, restaurants, lobbies, 
waiting rooms, etc. The juice will 
be supplied through warehouses 
5 from which the operators may 
draw what they need regularly 
and pay for it as they need it, at 
a stable price the year ‘round.
